'Announcement of ihc text oi the i'our- 


powcr treaty between the United Si-ates. 
Great Britain, Prance and Japan &hows 
that it is substantially in the form fore- 
cast by the advance information, which 
•came from Washington. "While technical- 
ly it is not an alliance, because there is no 


• definite agreement of mutual support, 
nevertheless its purpose is that of -a de- 
fensive alliance. It is drafted as a formal 
treaty to be ratified by the constitutional 


• Agencies of the high contracting parties. 


The fundamental purpose of the entente " 


is to preserve peace in the Orient and in 
Hie Pacific Ocec?- It is recognized that 
1hc way iu which to assure peace in this 
portion of t,he world is to maintain an ex- 
isting status quo based upon equitable nn- 


1 del-standing of the signatory powers as to 


their respective rights and obligation in 
relation "to their insular possessions and 
insular dominions in the regions of the Pa- 
cific ocean." 
AVhile. China is not speci- 


fically mentioned in the text, the security 
and permanence of the treaty unquestion- 
ably lie in the conclusion of a compreheu- 


, sivc program fixing the status and the fu- 


ture of that country. Incidentally, it-is 
also predicated upon agreement between 
Japan and the United States, as to the 
island of Yap. 


The treaty, therefore, in its ^broader 


aspects rests upon a successfiil disposition 
of the problems which are to come before 
the conference. It is obvious that such a 


C1reaty as this would not be ratified if the 


nations entering into it did not arrive at 
"complete understanding touching the "ex- 
isting status quo" which, is to be main- 
tained. The agreement morally binds the 
high contracting parties, in case of contro- 
versy among themselves or in case the 
rights therein specified are threatened by 
1hc aggressive action of any other power, 
to confer in the first instance for an amic- 
able disposition of the dispute, and in llie 
second instance "to meet the exigencies of 
the particular*situation."' This is another 


• way of binding themselves to mediation 


and friendly negotiation .should there arise 
internal dissension, and to defensive union 
in the event of external aggression. The 
consultation provided for can mean noth- 
ing else other than to sustain the-vital- 
. purposes set forth in the treaty. Inferen- 
Hially. there is an obligation to use armed' 
force to protect the vital interests of the 
nations participating, tind "there is little 
question that authoritv to this end would 
' 
. . . . " • - • • » * • • - " • • 


be given by the war making power of the 
signatories.

The treaty marks a new epoch in world 


affairs. Essentially an alliance, it is admit- 
tedly for the lofty purpose of upholding 
peace, justice and international integrity. 
Jt will mean in due course of time a solu- 
tion of the great problem presented by 
China's appeal for independence and the 
•working out of its own destinies. It will 
effectually allay suspicion and apprehen- 
sion as between Japan, and the United 
States, and should put an cud "to the jingo 
propaganda in both countries calculated to 
foster enmity aiid'misunderstanding. It 
shows how much there was to the prophe- 
sies of war between Japan and the Unit- 
ed Slates, and that the accommodation of 
their differences was after all a compara- 
tively simple matter.

form. «;f the J.-eajnic of Nations. Mr. ttorah 
aad JULiram Jokasou will be 


it with approbation, and nowhere so siu- 
<-crdy and s-o ardently as in this great re- 
public.' where the fear of war and its cou- 
scqucnccs is negligible. 
*Thc treaty is a great piece of statesman- 
ship and is notable iu that for the first 
time in history it represents an entente 
based upon the will of peoples.and not the 
political caprices of governments. It is 
conspicuously -an achievement.of public 
opinion expressing a deep moral convic- 
tion. It paves the way to similar cugagc- 
mcnls in other spheres of the international 
field. It arises out of the same atmosphere 
that made a settlement of the Irish contro- 
versy possible. It is the kind of entangle- 
ment in foreign affairs the United States 
will relish, that will contribute to our na- 
tional greatness and will help to democra- 
tize the world. It is the bcgiiiuiug of the 
end of war. 


AMERICAN AND HUSH 


INDEPENDENCE 


Said Lord Birkcnhead, a member of the 


British delegation in the Irish settlement 
conference: ' ''This pact was signed in the 
same room in Downing street that wit- 
nessed the loss of the American colonies. 
It was also in this room that the decision 
to enter the "World war was made.'' 


The intellectual greatness of the em- 


pire, on -which, as Daniel "Webster de- 
clared "the sun. never sets," had its ori- > 
gin in the American Revolutionary Avar. 
Had England suppressed the spirit of li- 
berty in the American colonies, it probab- 
ly would have formed its international 
policy on might alone. Bvit defeat in this 
country convinced the statesmen in Down- 
ing street that the political and commer- 
cial "ascendancy of Great Britain would 
have to be achieved through generosity, if 
not democracy. 


Recognition of Ireland as a free state is 


just as much a victory for Great Britain 
as it is for Ireland. In a way. it is the 
same kind of a victorious defeat 'that was 
sustained by Cornwallis at Yorktown: as ' 
Pitt and Burke won something greater 
than was lost. 
- The British commonwealth of nations. - 
as it is denominated, is the sequence of the 
principles by the American colonies and 
states. 
The "nations of the British com- 


monwealth arc scattered ^all over the 
earth's surface, but they "are held together ' 
firmly by sentimental as well as real ties. 


LOW RENT TO LARGE FAMILIES 
The French chamber of deputies is 


considering a bill providing for the con- 
struction of 500.000 flats at a cost of 
seven billion francs. Preference would be 
given in leasing the flats, to large'families. 
and the'larger the family the lower Avould 
be%the rental. For a family of three the 
rental would be about half as much as for 
a family with only one^child. 


This idea has a most significant rela- 


tionship 'to the birth-control propaganda .

The bureau sent its 
representatives into all parts of the 
country, resolx'cd to find every vet- 
eran of the x\-ar xvho had a claim for 
compensation and gix-e him his due. 


_ Over 96,000 disabled ox-service men 
h'ax'e been intcrx-iexved since August. 
Evidence in the cases of 56,334 of 
these veterans indicated that claims 
should be'filed, and Gox-ernment rep. 
resentativcs assisted these claimants 
to compile and prepare the necessary 
ex'idence. These thousands oC claims 
have been j.pecdily acted upon, for 
out of these 56,334 claims filed only 
4,303 aro pending, the remainder hax-- 
ing been adjudicated and notices of 
settlement forwarded to the claim- 
ants. As a result of this unique pro- 
gram of taking official Washington to 
tho Veteran, unusual cases from all 
parts of the country many" of which 
the Government is meeting xx-ith difli 
culty, are coming to light of day for 
the first time. 


AN UNATTACHED FIGHTER 
There is, for example, the case of 


C. II. Pearl, a Grrfnd Rapids. Mich- 
igan veteran xx-ho lost his left hand 
and arm as a result of a shrapnel 
wound incurred in the trenches. Pearl 
is apparently "a soldier without a 
country." 


It appeai-s that this unprox'cn vet- 


eran enlisted in the American Am- 
bulance Serx-ice of the, French Army 
in 1.117. After serving his enlistment 
ho applied for transfer to the Amer- 
ican Expeditionary.' Forces, but on 
advice of the'attache, he reentered the 
French serx-icc for three months. S/'x 
months later he xvas wounded and 
sent to a hospital. 
'

, 


Four xx-ceks afterxx-ard his organiza- 


tion xvas transferred to tho United 
States Army, but Pearl xvas not sxx-orn 
into the United States service lie- 
cause he xx-as in the hospital and was 
overlooked. Consequently, when re- 
leased he xvas a free agent and not a 
member of any army. The soldier ob- 
tained a position xvith the Quarter- 
master's Department, but his condi- 
tion" became worse and he reentered 
tho hospital. 
Upon his release 
he 


xvorked in France and last July came 
back to America. 


When the Michigan clean-up squad 


arrived in Grand Rapids to handle 
local claims' for compensation. Pearl 
applied to it for an axvard duo to-his 
injuries, but he xx-as unable to shoxx- 
by official records that he has served 
tho United States during tho 
war. 


Neither could he prove that he xx-as 
actually in the service during the 
xx'ar. Neither could he prove that he 
xx-as actually* in tho serx-icc of" any 
country xvhen he xx-as released from a 
French hospital. 


Nevertheless. Pearl is getting a 


snuare deal regardless of his inability 
technically to prove that he xx-.-is ever 
in serx-ice. His" case is deemed to be 
one of those in which certain techni- 
calities must be temporarily removed 
in favor of simple justice. 


From Michigan also comes 
nn 


unique demand of another veteran for 
a nexv glass eye'to be purchased by 
tho Gox'crnment, The former soldier 
lost his eye in service and iimong 
other compensations xvas awarded a 
glass eye. A few months ago, his 


Sla>s e.vc w.is stolon together %yith Ills 
clollii'M whilo he was in swimming. 
Ho ahUcd tho Government for a new 
one immediately, but tho claim was 
dhialknvcd. 


Had (he oyo been broken, the ruling 


ro:ul, it would have been replaced, but 
inasmuch as it was stolen tho Govern- 
ment could asumo no responsibility in 
tho mutter. Tho veteran asked the" 
clean-up squad to make an effort to 
obtain a reversal of tho decision, 
which Is now being done. 
VETEKANS IGNORANT OF RIGHTS 


There arc many instances of veter- 


ans having been found and compen- 
sated by clean-up squads, who did 
not know that they were entitled to 
Government aid_. 
At Stockton, Cali- 


fornia, a battle scarred cx-sscrvico man 
desiring compensation came 
before 


tho clean-up squad. Ho said he had 
heart trouble. So slight was his heart 
ailment, however, that tho examining 
physician found that it would not en- 
title him to compensation. But to his 
great surprise lie discovered that the 
vet had a scar about 10 inches lon«j 
and 2 inches wide on his hip where a. 
muscle had been shot off. 


His chief complaint seemed to be 


that he had heart trouble, but ho cas- 
ually mentioned tho fact that ho.had 
this ugly shrapnel wound in the hip 
and besides a bullet wound in one 
arm. Ho almost forgot to mention the 
latter disability, tho doctor said. 


It was also found that he had not 


fully recovered from a sort of paraly- 
sis of the throat, arms and legs. The 
vet said that ho had always been too 
busy to file a cUihn for compensation, 
before, but that while working in the 
mountains he saw a poster announc- 
ing that the clean-up squad was com- 
ing to Stockton so he decided to go 
there for an interview. He was rated 
as 50 per cent disabled and therefore 
entitled to $40 a month compncsation. 


When the clean-up squad sat in 


Hartford. 
Connecticut, 
a 
veteran 


came before it. He showed tho doc- 
tors of the squad a. wound in his left 
side that made them stand a^hat.t. 
The head of tho clean-up squad was 
called'into the room and he, too. ad-, 
mitted that in his crowded experience 
in the department with disabled ex- 
service men. he had never seen such 
a ghastly wound. 
This soldier liad 


not received a penny" of allowance 
since his discharge over two years 


An explosive bullet had opened a 


wound across his left side, just above 
tho hip. over .14 inches long, and had 
forced the hip out so that the cavity 
was from 4 to C inches deep. It h:id 
not yet fully healed' and the veteran 
applied for compensation 
inasmuch 


as he was unable to(work. 


Humorous incidents come to light 


in connection with this work as tho 
unemployment situation leads some 
of the ex service men to strain a 
entitled to $40 a month compensation.

Dr. Stuart has studied economical 


and political situations in Europe for 
several years and only recently re< 
turned from, abroad. Ho is well qual 
ified to talk on his subject. He said 
there •was no good reason for scrap- 
ping the league 'of nations to adopt 
an association of nations because in 
doing that the names of the makers 
•wer/5 the only changes and none of 
tho authors of the new association 
•were as capable as former President 
Wilson. This last statement brought 
a round of -applause from the large 
audience. 


GERMANS ABE HAPPY 


•- living conditions in Germany are 
letter today than in any foreign coun 
try because the government has pro 
vided work for all and everyone is 
seemingly" happy according to Dr. 
Stuart. He said the .reason for the 
decline Jn the value of the German 
mark was that the German business 
firms speculated too freely in' the 
money and trade markets. 
He said 


all the countries in Europe are rap- 
Idly coming back to their normal con 
dition and in many ways are up to the 
old standard. 


"The United States should get bet 


ter acquainted with Europe and when 
the real conditions are known a better 
feeling will be the result. In studying 
conditions "abroad 
I took particular 


interest in'France," he said, "and 
found that country to be the least 
imperialistic of all tho nations. The 
reason France wants to maintain a 
large army is because of the fear it 
has for Germany. France believes 
Germany is silently making plans for 
another war and when that time 
comes they do not want to bo caught 
•without "preparation." 


DISLIKE BRITAIN

France* holds 'for Great Britain, be

"If we were to go to war with 


Japan we would have to be friendl> 
with Great Britain and China because 
of the distance of that country ant 
it would be hard for us to retain tho 
Phillipine Islands without aid from 
those countries in securing a base for 
supplies." Dr. Stuart said.

United States desires peace more than i 
any other country and this has been 
proved by its 
leniency in giving

The Southern association grants the 


athlete the right to play ball, but only 
for his expenses. Such a. rule makes 
for evasion. It also causes the ath- 
lete to double cross the truth. 


To play merely for expenses means 


nothing. It permits the athlete to 
accept compensation under the head 
of expense. It promotes deception'on 
all hides. 


The athlete should have the right 


to play. K he has the right to play, 
he should bo prrmltler) to vcccpt f.f.y 
Otherwise he should not be given such 
ti right. 


No player should bo permitted to 4 , 


play'jn any league under organized 1 
ball. However, thero seems to be no 
good reason why an athlete should be 
deprived of a right to honestly earn 
money because of his athletic pro- 
ficiency. If given that right he bhould 
bo permitted to accept 
pay, rather 


than say he'has a right to expenses 
only, which can be made to cover a 
multitude of sins.—B. E.
